EFORE 1 prodecd to the cure of 


the diſeaſes of the kidneys and blad- 
der, it will be proper to premiſe a few things 
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concerning theſe diſeaſes; the nature of 


which does not ſeem to have been explained 
by medical writers with ſufficient perſpicu- 
ity ; though the knowledge of this point is 
very material for the cure. 

I wel remember, and have mentioned 
it upon another occaſion (1), that the diſ- 
ſection of a boy about five years old, who 
died of ſevere nephritic pains, at which I aſ- 
ſiſted many years ſince, afforded me an op-
